CovENT GARDEN THEATRE.—The performances bere on_ the 
opeoiog night will consist of Shakspeare’s Comedy of The Merry 
Wives of Windsor, and the Fairy Extravaganza of The Sleeping 
Beauty in the Wood. 

QuEEn’s.—T his house will be opened on Monday next. Among 
the extensive alterations and imp:ovements which have taken place 
during the short recess for the accommodation of the frequenters, 
the approaches to the points of entrance have been materially con- 
sidered, and in covsequence entirely re-altered, new entrées having 
been made to boxes, pit, and gallery. The box plan is also greatly 
> improved. The pit benches are re-constructed, painted and placed 

in such positions as to facilitate a more uninterrupted view of the 

stage during representation, The gallery is likewise considerably 
1 eolarged by a portion of the upper boxes being added toit. The 
exterior has been re-coloured and surmounted. On the portico is 
placed the figures, froma the antique, of the statues of Genius and 
Taste. The ioterior, with the richly gold cornices and burnished 
ornaments, together with its pictorisl and poetical association, has 
been illustrated, invented and chiefly executed by the indefatigable 
lessee Mr. C. J. James. The ceiling is divided ioto eight compart- 
ments reprsszoting the four seasons, and (in medallion, ) the classi- 
cal contours of Homer, Virgil, Shakspeare, and Milton. The dress 
circle is richly painted and embellished with the figures of the 
‘ ** Sacred Nine,” with their chsracteristic attributes, Calliope, Clio, 
Erato, Euterpe, Melpomene, Polyhymaia, Terpsichore, Thalia, and 
Urania. The private boxes are hung in the Francis the First style, 
with a rich tissne d’or, a style combining with purity and power 
much richness and simplicity. A new pit saloon, a destderatum 
long called for, has at length been supplied. The new drop-scene 
is enclosed in arich gold trame, representing a beautifully pictu- 
resque and animated scene on the Moselle. 

The new curtain is of a delicate green, contrasted with crimson, 
in order to harmonize with the coup d’etl and general interior. It 
represents the genii of Britain, emblefied by flying children unveil- 
ing the medallions of the Queen aod Prince Albert. Many altera- 
tions and mechaoical improvements have taken place on the stage 
for the better production of Spectacle. Mr. James is highly desery- 
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ing public support as any manager we are acquainted with, and we { 
trust his perseverance will be amply repaid. He has only to improve 
his dramatic corps to secure general approbation, At present there 

are several “ sticks,” that would burn better io the country. We 
are, however, glad to see Almar from the Surrey is added to the 
list, he will be a great acquisitioo. Parry continues stage-manager, 
and perhaps, bere, there could oot have been a better selected indi- 
vidual for the office. Several pieces are preparing, and amongst the 
early novelties is a Drama by Sterling, an original Irish Burletta 
for Lee Moreton, end an historical and romantic Drama by Almar.
